The action of the State Conservative Cou-

{oolishness ss the adoption of platfurmsor reso-
lutious, or instructions to delegates, or expres:
wsions of prefereoce for any particular geotle-
wmau spoken of iv connection with the presiden-
tial nowivation, adjourned, as the sensible peo-
ple of whow it was cowposed should have dooe.
From our kuvowledge of the personvel of the
delegates sclected to go to St Louis we are in-
duced to believe that their aciia iu the Nua-
tional Convention will be as wise aod prudent
as was that of the body from which they obtain
their credentials, and that,actuated by metives
of the highest patriotism, they will go to St
Louis with the sole object of assisting, to their
utmost, any legitimate measure that may be
deemed most likeiy to overthrow the preseut
corrupt Kadical adwinistration, sod to restore
the control of the country to the baods of hon-
est and hoporable meo. ludividually they may,
and doubtless do have, personal preferences
that they would like to bave gratified by the
action of the esoveotion, but we are sure that
these prefercnees will not, 1o the remotest de-
gree, affsct their course, which will be directed
to the discovery of the man who can commuud

more elecioral votes in the North thuo oy of

his cowpetitors, and,having wade that discov-
ery,to cust the united vote of the State for him,
and to eloquently aud foreibly advise the dele-
gates from all the other Southern Siates to ol
low their exawple; and, if we are ot deceived,
that adyice will not go uoheeded.

As stated in yesturduy's Guazette the State
Conservative Consention selected Col. Hewry
E. Peyton, of Ludous county, and Mr. S
Neale, of this eity, as the delegates to repre-
sout this Cougressional District in the Natioual
D moeratic Conveation.  Col. Peytou is a gal-
lant and eloquent representative ol the bavver
couoty in the District, aod the hooor thus coo-
terred upoa him by the bighest authority of
his party in the State was properly apd worthi.
ly bestowed. Mr. Neale,though a very youvg
man, has doue noble service to his party, hav-
ing already led two forlorn bopes, ooce inacon-
test for the House ot Delogates, in 1871, sud
agaia for the Board of Alderwen in 1875, on
both of which occasions,he won cowplete vie-
tories, routing the superior forces ot the eneny
at every poiot, and this general recoguition ul
his local public services, through a great and
unusual honor for one so youug to receive, is io
every respeet well merited.

The Copservatives of pearly, it not all, the
Southern States, have now appointed delegates
to the Nutionsl Demoeratic Coovention, those
of Virgiuia, Maryland, Missouri, Alubama, avd
Tennessee brivgiog up the rear yesterday.
Nooe of the delegates are iostructed, aod all
should go to St. Louis with the sole purpose of
concentrating upon that candidate whose nowi-
aation will sccure the greater number of North-
ero electoral votes—the Southern eleecoral
votes being already provided for.

Judge Charles K. Sinclair, of Privee Wil-
liaw couvty, the able, popular and eflicicut
representative in the General Assewbly frow
this Sevatorial Distriet, has been seiceted as
one of the delegates from the 1st Covgressivnal
D striet of the State to the Natioval Demo-
cratic Convention.

The vegroes 1o Duuyille are sssaulting and
tbreatening those ot their owa ruee who voted
the (onservative ticket there last Thursday.
Such a state of affairs is impossible io this eity—
on aceount of the entire abscuce of the ciass to
which the Dauville sufferers beloug.

The Japanese iodemuoity bill was passed o
the Uoited States Scoate, yesterday, by a voie
of 4 o 20, It provides for the return to Ja-
pan ol the principal only of the sum paid,
without aoy accumnlation of interest, and after
deduoting 3125.000 prize money.

day has been harmoniouns in its action, but
anything but orderly in its procecdings ; in-
deed, the noise and confusion have heen so great
that the chairman has frequently been com-
pelled to suspend all proc -edings, and while
everything was good bumoredly done, it was
not exactly ereditable to a conveniion of Vir:
ginians that they should behave so like school

boys.

Mr. Marye, the chairman, made # capital
gpeeeh, as did Mr. Goode, and Gov. ewper,
who was present by icvitation ol the ernveantion.
At the afternoou session Hon. Me. Sparks,
of Illinois, who is here on a short visit, WS

ernwent, and he wus, therelore, depesed.  Di-
rectly afierward the Sultan and his mother
were foreibly eouducted to the opkapas pal-
ace, whero they are now confined,

Alter vainly soliciting the Sultan to adopt
reforms the Graod V zier aod Flussein Avei
Jashae: and Midtut Pasha resolved to depose
hini.  The Dolmna Baghtehe palace was besct
witl troups and Murad was proclaimed Sol:an
in presence of all the Ministers, the Sheik Ul
[sivm and the Mollales. Then Suleiman
Pasha, accomprnied by soldiers and officers,
wiorwed Abdul Az z that the nation had de-
posed him ard be shou'd deliver up the palace
to his suecessor.  The attitude of the troops
couvineed Az'z that resistance was impossible,
He, with his tamily houschold and fifty-three
boats filled with women, was conveyed under
eseort to the Tokapou palace. France, Ltaly
and 1 gland have reengnized Murad as Sulian.
